Thk  legislative  record  of  the  first  week  of 
the  first  repub'ican  cori'^ress,  can  noi  be  con- 
sidered to  afford  a  very  promi'sing  outlook 
for  the  session.  The  dila  ory  arrivals  tif  the 
members,  tlie  constant  adjuuinnients  for 
lack  of  quornm,  and  the  tendency  to  in- 
dulge in  political  controvcr.>y,  all  serve  to 
confirm  the  fear  thai  the  session  will  be  an 
almost  sterile  oie.  It  was  anlicipaieti,  of 
course,  tliat  much  ol  tlie  first  week  would 
be  devoted  lo  organization,  but  in  view  of 
the  urgency  ol  so  many  imporUmt  (luestions 
it  was  hoped  llial  not  a  niomenl  would  be 
lost  ill  initiating  solid  work.  It  may  not  h^ 
proper  lor  an  outsider  10  offer  suggestions, 
but  in  our  opinion  the  first  ;ict  of  Ivuli 
ch-'mbers  after  the  eleciinn  of  otliccrs  should 
have  been  the  elctiinn,  ur  a[)poinitnent,  nf 
a  number  of  standing  commiitecs,  which 
should  have  been  insuiicied  to  prepare  ai 
once  drafts  of  laws  on  tlie  various  subjects 
this  General  Assembly  ought  to  consider. 
This  would  have  led  to  a  proper  apportion- 
ment of  the  work,  and  would  have  fixed 
tiie  responsibility  for  preparing  and  advo- 
cating these  bills  on  definite  comniiilees. 
'I'lie  initiative  in  these  matters  ought  never 
to  be  left  lo  the  government,  nor  can  it  be 
lefi  lo  chance. 


Hkkokk  carrying  the  contract  for  sanitary 
Works  into  execution,  would  it  not  be  good 
policy  for  the  nuinicipality  to  consult  a  lew 
recognize<l  sanitary  engineers  as  to  the 
character  of  the  works  proposed  ?  These 
proposed  works  will  cost  a  very  large  sum 
o(  money,  ami  they  must  have  a  very  decitl- 
ed  iniluence.  good  or  bad,  on  the  health  of 
the  city.  JJoth  of  these  considerations  arc 
vitally  important,  and  the  works  sinnild  not 
therefore  be  begun  without  mature  study. 
In  our  opinion,  the  proposal  to  rcpave  the 
streets  on  cement  for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
pressing poisonous  exlu'latio.is,  is  a  very 
serious  nv'^iake.  Covering  the  st'-cets  with 
ccmer.  may  prevent  the  gases  I  om  rising 
in  them,  but  will  it  not  divert  these  gases  in 
greater  quantities  to  the  unpaved  gro  inds 
and  areas  of  neighboring  build'  igs  ?  These 
gases  and  the  moisture  of  the  earth  nuist 
find  some  escape  in  so  hot  a  climate,  and  it 
would  certainly  seem  far  less  prejudicial  to 
'health  to  permit  their  escape  in  the  open 
street.  As  the  city  can  not  affi)rd  to  throw 
away  money  on  such  an  experiment,  nor 
lo  furlber  endanger  the  public  health,  it 
would  certainly  seem  wiser  to  subinii  the 
question  to  some  competent  saniiarv  eng- 
ineer. 


the  former.  The  mily  f^'iunre  lacking  lo 
niaki'  the  present  and  the  past  similar  in 
every  respect  is  for  llie  imiuslria  nachml  \.o 
come  forward  and  insist  upon  Sr.  Araripc 
le^'ying  duties  in  gold  v/ithout  regard  to 
the  market  value  of  one  milreis  in  cur- 
leiiey.  We  are  not  entirely  sure  that  this 
cry  would  not  meet  with  our  approval 
under  existing  circumstances.  The  fore- 
most advocates  of  the  present  sliding 
scale  were  among  the  opponents  of  Sr.  Joflo 
Alfredo  ;  these  same  advocates  were  loud 
in  compliining  of  the  effect  produced  on 
the  exchange  market  by  the  appei^rance  of 
the  Treasury  a?*  a  laker;  yet  they  now  con- 
sider !l  perfectly  correct  thai  the  revenue  of 
the  republic  slioutd  be  levied  in  currency  at 
an  excessive  rate  of  exchange,  from  which 
must  result  the  re-appearance  of  the  Treas- 
ury in  the  exchange  market  and  a  return 
to  precisely  the  same  state  of  affairs  as  exist- 
ed before  Gen.  Ruy  Harbosa  startled  an 
admiring  world  with  those  carefully  collect- 
ed opinions  of  living  and  dead  financiers,  to 
prove  that  duties  levied  in  gold  were  a 
panacea  for  all,  or  nearly  all,  of  the  evils 
afflicting  the  Brazilian  'Freasury  and  its 
relations  with  foreign  creditors. 


Another  blow  has  been  given  Gen.  Ruy 
Ilarbosa's  grand  financial  schemes,  based  as 
they  were  upon  citations  from  authorities 
of  nearly  every  nationality,  by  the  decision 
of  the  minister  of  finance  to  reduce  the 
value  of  the  pound  sterling  10  i2§ooo  in 
estimating  duly  payments  to  be  collected  in 
gold.  We  are  now  returned  to  Sr.  Joao 
Alfredo's  famous  sliding  scale,  by  which 
duties  accompany  the  fluctuations  in  the 
exchange  market.  But  with  this  difference; 
Sr.  Jo5o  Alfreuo  levied  his  duties  in  paper 
and  increased  these  when  the  exchangeable 
value  of  the  milreis  became  appreciated; 
Sr.  Araripe,  by  Gen.  Uarbosa's  scheme, 
decreases  his  duties  as  gold  declines.  Thus 
it  appears  that,  after  al!  the  columns  of  print 
fUIed  by  the  great  Brazilian  financier  we  are 
precisely  where  we  were  consuie  JoCio  Al- 
fredo! This  result  must  be  as  surprising 
to  Gen.  Barbosa  as  10  Sr.  Jo.lo  Alfredo,  and 
as  satisfactory  to  the  latter  as  distasteful  lo 


Ol-'  the  I''.nglish  and  Irish  immigrants  who 
arrived  here  in  February  last,  many  have 
already  come  to  grief.  They  were  sent  up 
lo  Silo  Paulo  where  the  majority  of  them 
still  remain,  butssime  have  found  their  way 
back  to  this  city,  a  considerable  number 
have  gone  to  Parana,  and  for  a  time  ^l  large 
number  were  living  ;i  life  of  vagabondage 
in  the  streets  of  Sanios.  There  are  a  dozen 
or  so  still  there  without  means  and  without 
employment,  and  subscripiions  are  being 
solicited  to  send  one  poor  woman  back 
home.  Of  those  who  came  back  lo  Rio, 
one  case  deserves  particular  mention.  Mot 
;i  month  ago  two  married  couples — one 
Knglish  and  the  other  Irish— returned  lo 
this  city,  and  appear  lo  have  made  a  great 
part  of  the  journey  on  foot.  They  arrived 
here  in  a  state  of  extreme  destitution  and 
exhaustion,  and  found  shelter  onlv  through 
the  benevolence  of  a  stranger.  The  two 
men  obtained  work,  but  both  soon  i()ok 
yellow  fever  and  died.  The  Knglish  woman 
also  died,  more  from  destitution,  perhaps, 
than  fever,  and  left  a  hall-starved  little  girl, 
Iwo  or  three  years  oUi,  to  tiie  chiirity  of 
strangers.  The  other  woman  escapeil  the 
fever,  but  is  extremely  poor  and  in  a  delicate 
contlition  and  will  eventually  be  sent  back 
home.  This  is  perhaps  no  worse  than  many 
other  cases  which  have  ha[tpened,butit  shows 
whiit  the  Knglish  immigrant  may  expect  in 
a  country  so  different  in  every  respect  from 
what  he  has  been  accustomed  to.  All  these 
people  complain  of  the  deceptions  practised 
lo  induce  them  to  emigrate,  while  some  of 
ihem  complain  of  deliberate  swindles  which 
ought  to  be  exposed  and  punished.  One 
of  ihese  appears  lo  be  the  sale  of  tickets  lo 
interior  localities,  which  are  found  lo  be 
Worthless  on  llieir  arrival  here.  There 
are  no  inducements  whatever  in  Brazil  for 
farm  and  unskilled  laborers,  and  tlic  more 
llioroughiy  jhal  fact  is  advertised  thriutghoui 
Great  liritain,  ihe  better.

THE  MESSAGE. 


We  gicaliy  ilouhl  that  die  President  lias  faith- 
fully [icrinnncil  his  conslilutional  cUity  in  themes- 
sage  whicli  he  yesterday  sent  to  congress  on  the 
o|ieiiiiig  of  the  Icf^islalive  session.  What  the  cons- 
liuuioii  intends  in  \\X.  49  §  9  is  thut  the  President 
on  this  occasion  shall  describe  the  state  of  the 
country  l)esides  indicating  the  measures  he  con- 
siders urgenlly  necessary  to  ihe  proper  transaction 
of  |uiblic  business. 

The  message  which  was  yesterday  read  to  the 
two  honses,  assembled,  in  our  opinion  tinconsli- 
mtionally,  in  joint  session,  is  a  weak,  colorless 
and  disjoinlcd  statement  of  uniniporlant  facts  in 
regard  lo  certain  branches  of  administration,  [t  is 
an  abortion  of  a  speech  from  the  throne,  divested 
of  the  gravity  and  splendor  with  whicli  poiialar 
iniat;! n:\lion  clothes  these   utterances    of  monarchs. 

Neither  the  President  nor  his  ministers  —  his 
ciinstitutionaL  assistants  —  have  imbibed  the  spirit 
of  republicanism.  One  can  understand  that  liiir- 
in^  a  military  dictatorship  they  should  give  no 
account  of  themselves,  or  that  the  account  rendered 
should  bo  incomplete  and  tardy;  one  can  under- 
stand, for  instance,  that  it  is  only  now  that  Dr. 
Ruy  Barbosa's  report  is  distributed.  But  what  is 
inexcusable  is  that  when  the  [^resident's  message 
was  sent  to  congress,  it  was  not  accompanied  with 
the  annual  reports  wliich  the  constitution  requires 
to  be  addressed  by  the  ministers  to  the  President. 
(Art.  51). 

In  llie  United  States,  whose  experience  we 
should  follow  in  all  these  useful  points  in  public 
matters,  the  President's  message  is  a  full,  though 
concise,  statement  of  public  afTairs,  and  this  staie- 
mciit  is  founded  on  the  minister's  reports  which 
are  al  the  same  time  laid  before  congress. 

Here  we  have  only  one  report  and  in  this  the 
President  did  mil  see  proper  to  enter  into  details  in 
regard  to   the  state  of  the  country.     Not   even  in

liiii  why  was  not  information  on  these  subjects 
(unii-,hcd  111  the  same  time  as  the  message  ?  \Vhy 
did  not  ihe  President's  si;cretaries  perform  the 
duty  nf  preparing  their  reports  ? 

In  the  time  of  the  monarchy  there  were  uiijusti- 
fialile  delays  in  the  publication  of  the  minisler's 
r.-porls,  ,iLid  the  |>arlianieiitary  Sfssimis  were  thus 
unnecessarily  proli,ni;id.  And  yet  the  ministers— 
the  iimI  tnitstiiiiri'in.il  |"iwer— were  mendiers  of 
ihe  It-i;is!aiiin:.  Now.  instead  of  commencing  the 
new  ret^ime  by  strictly  observing  the  constitution 
and  by  giving  the  country  al!  possible  information 
on  tlie  state  o(  its  affairs,  the  President,  ihe  diclatoi 
of  yesieiday,  has  failed  to  displav  the  scniinilous 
respect,  which  his  judgment  sliorild  br.ve  dictated 
to  him,  for  enlighlened  public  opinion.  His  mes- 
sas^o  \v\U  us  almt.sl  nothing  and  disappoints  the 
country's  expeclalion  r>(  obtaining  information,  to 
which  it  iind  and    ha-,  an  undoubted  right. 

We  shall  s.iy  nothing  here  of  the  insincerity  with 
which  some  of  President  Deodoro's  recommenda- 
tions are  made.  What  value,  lor  instance,  has  bis 
opinion  that  "it  is  necessary  to  teorganize  the 
munic:ii)al  government  of  the  federal  district"  (as 
the  yomal  has  always  contended)  when  not  a 
week  atjo  his  paternal  government  made  a  grant 
for  building  and  operating  a  new  railway  not  de- 
manded by  tiie  people  of  this  district  and  directly 
contrary  lo  acquired  ri^ht-.  f  How  can  we  believe 
the  I'reMdenl  is  serious  in  his  recommendation, 
when  he  discredits  the  municipal  government  by 
granting  such  an  exceptional  fivor? 

As  to  nublic  instruction,  why  does  he  not  leave 
tins  10  the  states?Why  this  "omipiete  and  har- 
monious organization  on  a  new  basis"  for  a  service 
that  in  its  nature  is  local  ? 

Why  this  haste  in  selecting  the  site  of  a  new 
capital,  il  not  with  ihe  desire  to  make  use  of  the 
services  ol  favorite  engineers  ? 

And  above  all,  wliy  ihis  condemnation  ol  the 
difleieni  branches  of  the  service  of  immigration, 
and,  without  investigations  of  verified  competence, 
whicli  this  proposal,  which  originates  in  such  a 
singular  form,  of  placing  ihis  service  in  ^'■piivnU 
hands  tiUiii:i-  ^'ozhrtir/ienl  inspection  ?" 

If  by  ,\rt.  64  of  the  constitution  the  public  lands 
belong  to  ihe  slates,  wiial  liave  the  ministers  to 
do  wilh  handing  this  service  ovei  lo  private  en- 
terpuses? 


As  lo  the  tpiestion  of  guarantee  of  nitetcst,  the 
the  message  L-i  likewise  contradiciory  :  one  part  of 
it  proposes  to  alienate  the  slate  railways,  another 
to  give  new  guarantees  to  mortgage  banks  thai 
will  advance  money  to  control  factories. 

In  regarii  to  the  state  ol  the  treasury  we  are 
merely  informed  ihat  "the  financial  system  will 
necessarily  have  to  undergo  some  alteration,"  and 
ilial  the  revenue,  estimated  al  140,000,000$  in 
1889,  is  calculated  this  year  to  amount  lo  200,- 
000,000$,  or  an  increase  of  22  %  per  annum,  and 
Ihe  message  ends  by  saying  that,  with  prmlcnce 
and  wiili  scrupulous  colleciion  of  taxes,  financial 
fquililuium  will  soon  be  established. 

In  regard  to  ihe  slate  of  the  treasury,  the  collec- 
tion oi  taxes,  the  public  debt,  banking  deposits  and 
ciiculation  noihmg  is  said—and  still  less  arc  there 
any  recommendations  in  regard  lo  the  alteration 
which  "the  linancbal  system  will  necessarily  have 
to  undergo." 

'I'lius  the  PresiiieiU  has  neglected  to  furnish  the 
iiilormation  ihat  should  have  been  prepared  for  the 
opening  of  congress  and  tlie  delay  can  only  be 
excused  by  those  who  are  indifferent  lo  administra- 
live  iliscipline  and  seriousness. 

The  new  fc^iiiw,  which  should  have  begun  well, 
has  begun  badly.  Kverywhere  wc  see  the  same 
confusion,  the  same  want  of  judgment  .md  Ihc 
same  blunders. 


BO.\'DED  WAREHOUSES. 

The  custom  house  inspector  has  issued  ihe 
[ollowmg  regulations,    published   on   the3lstinst. 

The  inspector  of  ihe  custom  house  availing  of 
the  authorization  which  was  i-rantei!  him  by  the 
rjrvji'of  the  department  of  finance  on  June  17th, 
1S71),  has  decided  that  for  tlie  delinitc  clearance  of 
nieichaiidise  discharged  into  bmuied  warehouses 
llicie  shall  be,  at  once,  observed  the  following 
instructions  ; 

1st — The  agents  of  steamship  companies  or 
captains  of  vessels,  the  owners  or  consignees  of 
merchandise  desiined  to  be  deposited,  must  present 
Mgether  wilh  ibe  application,  wherein  they  ask 
permission  lor  depositing  these,two  similar  (original 
;ind  duplicate)  lists,  organized  in  accordance  with 
the  annexed  form,  in  which  arc  to  be  described, 
without  amendments  or  erasures,  the  packages, 
niiniber,  description  ami  quanlily,  together  ndth 
the  quality  of  the  contained  merchandise,  llie  name 
of  the   vessel   bringing   it  and  the  date  of  entry. 

2nd- The  mentioned  application  and  annexed 
list  will  be  presented  to  the  manifest  clerk  for  the 
verification  of  the  agreement  between  the  declara- 
tions in  such  documents,  with  tiiose  that  appear 
on  the  manifest. 

3rd — The  deposit  granted,  the  lists  will  be  dated 
mid  signed  by  the  depositor,  presented  to  the 
employ^  of  the  1st  section  charged  with  this  service, 
who  will  place  in  the  pro|)er  space  the  number  oi 
ihe  order  which  belongs  to  il,  in  the  scale  of 
deposits  for  the  warehouse  referred  lo,  and, 
after  the  initialing  by  the  chief  of  the  section,  will 
serve  as  the  original  deposit  bond  and  the  duplicate 
will  be  at  once  sent  to  the  respective  warehouse, 
in  substitution  of  lhe^»(.Jto  which  reiers  Art.  237 
of  the  consolidated  custom  house  laws. 

4th — The  bonds  (tamos)  thus  organized  wil! 
replace  for  all  legal  effects  the  special  book  to  which 
Art.  23S  of  the  consolidated  Laws  refer,  for  which 
end  they  will  be  filed  in  the  1st  section  and  bound 
by  years  or  half  years,  numbered,  initialed  separ- 
ately for  each  warehouse. 

5tli — The  owner  or  consignee  of  merchandise 
deposited  who  intends  to  clear  it  for  consumption, 
will  iiresent  the  papers  duly  organized  at  the  ware- 
house, or  store,  lor  the  specification  of  the  discharge 


and  recei|it  of  the  said  merchandise,  llie  ortiinary 
f(K-ms  for  Ihe  clearance  ol  goods  discharged  into 
the  cuslimi  house  stores  lo  be  after  observed. 

6ih — The  order  for  delivery  to  which  Art.  249  ol 
the  consolidated  laws  reler  will  be  substituletl  by 
an  applicalion  si';ned  by  the  <anferente  of  the 
clearance  who  is  to  order  the  delivery,  ihe  said 
application  to  contain  all  the  requisites  demanded 
in  similar  documents  relative  to  packages  discharg- 
ed into  the  custom  bouse  stores. 

7th— Within  six  months  after  the  date  of  Ihe 
deposit  the  respective  bonds  will  be  liquidated,  the 
conferring  with  the  manifest  made  and  the  pack- 
ages uncleared  or  not  delivered  inventoried  for  Ibe 
purposes  determinated  by  the  consolidated  laws. 

Sih — There  remains  in  force  the  obligation  upon 
the  storekeepers  of  bonded  warehouses  to  forward 
U]jon  the  same  day  thai  the  discharge  is  made,  or 
at  the  latest  upon  that  following,  unless  il  be  a 
holiday,  a  document  extracted  from  the  counter- 
foil book  showing  the  merchandise  received  in  con- 
formity with  Art.  240,  under  the  pciiaiiUes  pre- 
sciibed  in  Art.  270,  both  of  the  said  consolidated 
laws,  if  il  be  not  done.

IMPOR'lAN'l  DECREE, 
A  decree,    ol   which  the    following  is   a   trans- 
lation, relating  to  traffic  with  interdicted  ])orts,  has 
been  issued  from  the  ministry  for  foreign  affairs : 
Santiago,  April  22,  1891 
"'The     government,  with  ihe   view     of    avoid- 
ing   coir  plications    with    the  representatives  of  for- 
eign   powers  and  of  conveniently  regulating  the 
service  has   resolved  lo  limit  the  extent  and  appli- 
cation of  the  decree  of  the  1st  instant,   so  that, 
in  future,  the  measures   which   the   government  is 
disposed  to   lake   with    respect  to  that  matter  may 
be  clearly  defined. 
'These  definitions  are  the  following  : 

1.  'The  clearance  of  steamers  and  vessels  from 
any  port  of  the  republic  for  any  of  the  ports  occu- 
pied or  which  may  be  occupied  by  the  revolution- 
ists will  not  be  permitted. 

2.  Any  vessel  proceeding  from  ports  occupied 
liy  the  revolulionists,  or  which  may  have  touched 
at  them  in  transit,  will  not  be  received  in  any  port 
of  the  republic,  except  in  the  case  of  a  special 
concession,  which  will  be  relused  if  the  vessel 
should  carry  nitrate,  iodine,  or  olher  substances, 
which  by  law  are  subject  lo  the  payment  of  export 
duty." 

'The  maritime  authorities  have  been  inslructed 
strictly   to  enforce  the  preceding  decree. 


PERVl'lAN  TARIFF  DECREE. 
The  President  of  Peru  has  issued  a  decree  admit- 
ting free  of  duty  into  that  republic  the  following 
articles  :  Live  sheep  and  cattle,  dried  meats,  salt 
beef,  dried,  smoked  or  pickled  fish,  wheat  and 
corn,  potatoes,  and  all  other  vegetables,  eggs, 
cheese,  ■  chestnuts,  peas,  beans,  rice,  rape  seed, 
herbs  and  spices,  and  has  decreed  an  export  duty 
of  20  soles  silver  per  head  on  cattle  exported  and  2 
soles  per  head  on  sheep  exported.  This  action,  as 
announced  in  the  decree,  is  in  consequence  ol  the 
scarcity  and  consequent  high  price  of  food  in  Peru 
caused  by  the  floods  that  have  followed  the  heavy 
rains  throughout  the  country,  and  by  the  enormous 
demands  for  all  forms  of  food  caused  by  the  war  in 
Chili.  The  export  of  provisions  from  Peru  to  the 
armies  of  the  insurgents  along  the  coast  of  Chili  has 
so  reduced  the  sloclc  of  flour  and  meats  that  specu- 
lators have  taken  advantage  of  the  situation  and 
advanced  the  price  of  beef  to  40  cents  per  pound  in 
the  Lima  and  Callao  markets,  where  flour  and 
bread  are  held  at  similar  prices.

nfMlGRATlQN  A^/D  COLONIZATION. 

On  the  ihini  pajje  ol  tiie  present  iiumlier  o(  the 
Jo\Hal  do  Commffcio  we  insert  some  hiiportant 
data  which  the  pre.cnt  miniNtei  of  ai<ricul[ure  htis 
caused  lo  l)e  collected  in  iej;ni'd  to  tlie  number  an<l 
nature  o(  the  coiuracls  maiTe  by  his  pieHecessors — 
especially  by  Sr.  Frnncisco  Glyceiio— for  the  intro- 
(liiclion  and  seillemeni  of  immigrants  and  for  the 
settlement  of  native  laborers  on  private  and  pulilic 
lands. 

The  first  table  embraces  ten  contracts,  livetnade 
by  St.  Anlonio  Prado  in  December,  1888,  and  five 
by  Sr.  G'.ycerio  from  Jnly  lo  October,  1890.  These 
contracts  reter  only  to  the  introduction  of  im- 
migrants. To  the  contractors,  amon^  whose  names 
we  note  those  of  Messrs.  Fiorita  &  Co.,  A.  Fiorita, 
Fonsecft  &  Cunha  and  others  (altoRetlier  for 
650,000  immigrants),  Candido  Figueiredo,  J.  N, 
de  Vincenzi  &  Sons  and  others,  from  three  to  ten 
years  were  given  for  the  total  importation  of 
1,257,000  immigrants. 

If  the  maximum  is  attained,  tliese  contrncts 
alone  will  bring  into  the  country  a  quarter  of  a 
million  of  immi^^rants  per  annum  for  the  years 
1891,  1892  and  1893.  The  expense  contracted  lot- 
each  immigrant,  that  is  tlie  cost  of  passage  money, 
is  from  £6.  10.  0  lo  £i>.  15.  o  for  .idults,  fiom 
;^  3.  5.  0  to  ;^3.  7.  10  for  childien  under  12  and 
from  £  1.  12.  6  lo  j^  I.  13.  9  for  children  from  3  to 
8  years  old. 

The  whole  expense  is  calculated  at  £  7,141,268, 
or  the  average  ye.irly  sum  of  /  7'4>'26  lor  the 
10  years. 

It  would  seem  that  this  numlwr  of  immigrants 
would  he  more  than  enough,  in  view  of  the  as- 
similative Capacity  of  our  feeble  organism,  and 
that  Minister  Glycerin,  who  had  alone  authorised 
the  introduction  of  880,000  immijjraiits,  not  count- 
ing the  number  contracted  for  by  his  predecessor, 
should  have  l>een  satisfied,  especially  in  view  of 
the  liabilities  which  would  therefrom  result  for  the 
treasury.  Those  contracts,  however,  were  merely 
the  beginning  of  a  regular  carnival  of  grants  (or 
establiiihing  colonies  ami  settling  families. 

Table  No.  2,  whicli  we  publish  lu-day,  end>riices 
255  contracts  of  this  kind.  Eiglili^cn,  we  believe, 
were  not  signed  by  Sr.  Glycerio,  hut  the  rest — 
237 — were  all  the  work  of  this  baleful  minister. 

In  a  previous  number  'if  the  ytntuil  do  Com- 
mer.io  we  published  an  ahstracl  ol  tliuse  grams, 
showing  only  the  number  of  families  contracteii  lor 
and  the  states  in  which  the  proposed  colonies,  or 
burgos,  were  to  be  establi^ihed.  Theve  were  27 
con'racls  lacking  in  that  list,  wliich  the  govern- 
menl  now  enables  us  to  complete. 

From  this  list  it  appe.irs  thai  from  June  lo 
December,  1890,  the  ex-minister  of  agricullure 
ma<le  grants  embracmg  47^^  millions  of  heclares 
— noi  counting  1,800,000  embraced  in  grants  made 
by  his  immediate  successors  (?)--li;:  about  1,400 
colonies  in  which  were  to  be  setiled  1,200,000 
families  or  6,000,000  inhabitants — all  this  besides 
the  18  contracts  ot  his  predecessors,  which  would 
increase  the  number  of  families  to  1,372,000— in- 
volving grants  of  nearly  50,000,000  hectares  of 
land. 

The  term  of  these  contracts  varies  (roni  3  In  50 
years,  but  15  years  may  be  considered  the 
average. 

The  state  binds  itstif  to  grant  the  favors  eslablish- 
cd  by  Sr.  Glycerioin  Decrees  No,  52S  of  June  28, 
and  Ko.  964  of  November  7,  1890. 

The  present  government,  caicwlaling  its  max. 
imum  responsibility  in  virtue  of  these  contracts, 
found  thai  they  reach  Hie  fal)ulous  sum  of  824,- 
500,000$,  or  after  deducting  (he  value  of  the  public 
lands  purchased,  774,000,000$. 

We,  however,  will  lake  into  account  only  the 
premium  of  450$  per  family  and  (he  kilometrir, 
subsidy  for  the  colonial  railways.  The  liability 
resulting  from  these  1  wo  sources  alone  amounts  lo 
700  000,000$  or  46,000,000$  for  each  year  of  the 
average  term  of  15  years — not  counling  the  7,000,- 
000$  per  annum,  for  10  years,  in  virtue  of  the 
contracts  in  the  first  table.  So  that  with  this  service 
alone  we  should  spend  a  sum  equal  to  one-fourth 
of  the  public  revenue  before  discriminating  the  part 
belonging  to  the  states, 

The  best  way  of  relieving  ourselves  of  this 
stupendous  Uahility  is  to  leave  it  on  paper,  beyond 
which  the  greater  pari  will  never  pass.  In  fact, 
some  two  months  ago  we  saw  an  authorized  defence 
of  Sr.  Glycerio  founded  on  the  statement  that  (he 
greater  part  of  the  grants  will  never  he  executed, 

Let  the  government  continue  to  cancel  all  of 
these  contracts  it  can  and  demand  tlie  strict  ful- 
filment of  the  obligations  assumed  by  the  con- 
tractors. 

From  October  3rd  to  January  8th,  in  those  3 
months  only,  Earao  de  Lucena  succeeded  in  cancell- 
ing 15  of  these  contracts  or  6  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  number.  Let  the  government  conlinue  lo  do 
this,  and,  above  all,  let  it  beware  of  speculators 
who  make  use  of  these  liabilities  as  an  urf/^^/or^w 
argument  to  induce  it  to  assume  liabilities,  not 
prospective  like  these,  but  real,  not  eventual,  but 
immediate. 


THE  ACIDENT  70  THE  P.  S.  N.  C. 
STEAMER  "  BRITANNIA.  " 

This  was  of  much  more  serious  character  than 
was  at  first  reported.  The  main  shaft  broke  be- 
tween two  of  the  collars  in  the  thru.st  block,  about 
600  miles  south  of  Valparaiso,  on  Monday  evening, 
the  4th  inst.,  when  the  steamer  was  over  200  miles 
from  any  port,  and  nearly  opposite  the  island  o( 
Tres  Monies,  one  of  the  worst  parts  of  the  dan- 
gerous Chilian  coast.  As  at  least  two  days  would 
have  to  elapse  before  the  same  Company's  steamer 
Galian,  then  due  at  Sandy  Foint,  could  overtake 
the  Britannia,  Captain  Brown  of  the  latter  ship 
decided  to  try  and  steam  slowly  back  to  the 
nearest  port,  And,  it  being  found  that  the  break, 
being  of  a  jagged  character,  it  was  possible  toslill 
work  llie  shaft.  For  the  first  twenty-four  hours, 
needless  to  say,  a  very  anxious  time  was  spent  by 
all  on  board,  and  especially  by  the  captain  and  his 
officers.  The  boats  were  fully  provisioned,  special 
lK)at  drill  was  held,  and  everything  made  ready  in 
case  of  a  complete  break-up   of  the  -.halt,  and  it 


Ijcine  found  necessory  to  leave  the  ship.  Fortu- 
nately, however,  no  bad  we.ither  was  expericnc&l, 
and  Captain  Brown,  finding  the  shaft  holding  to- 
gether !:o  well,  decided  on  trying  to  make  Talc»- 
huano,  wh'ch  port  the  RtHnHma  safely  renchid 
in  the  evening  "f  the  8th  insl.  The  Galict 
<ivertook  the  Uritannia  on  the  morning  -ii 
that  day,  and  asnsled  her  for  a  few  hours.  Tfce 
sudden  appearance  of  the  two  vessels  at  Talcahuaio 
created  for  a  little  time  rather  a  scare  on  shore,  it 
being  thought,  until  their  nationality  was  discfw. 
ered,  that  they  formed  part  of  the  hostile  fleet.  The 
lirilaiiaia  now  lies  in  that  port,  pending  t!ie 
arrival  from  Liverpool  of  the  necessary  portion  of 
ihe  ni<achinery  to  repair  the  damage.  The  passen- 
gers, mails  and  specie,  as  well  .is  some  cargo  for 
Sandy  Point  and  Montevideo,  were  transferred  to 
the  Polosi,  and  duly  arrived  at  the  Mount  on 
Monday  morning,—^.  A.  Standard,    May  38th. 


RIVER  PLATE  ITEMS. 

-Gold  was  quoted  at  $17,65  per  sovereign,  or 
at  320,  in  Buenos  Aires  yesterday. 

-The  Argentine  Congress  asks  the  government 
to  send  in  an  account  of  its  administration, 

—The  Argentine  deputies  have  passed  a  bill 
authorizing  joint-stock  companies  to  reduce  their 
capital. 

—  An  English  sporting  paper  is  to  be  published 
at  Buenos  Aires  under  the  title  of  River  Plate 
Sport  and  Pustitne. 

— The  passenger  and  immigrant  arrivals  at  Mon- 
levideo  last  month  numbered  74S,  while  the 
departures  were  2,207.  There  were  253  arrivals 
from  .ind  388  dejiarlures  for  Brazil. 

-rThe  Argentine  army,  according  to  the  last 
report,  consists  of  1,385  officers  in  active  service, 
;ind  not  over  6,498  men.  This  gives  less  than  five 
men  for  each  officer.  Among  the  officers  arc  45 
generals  and  127  colonels. 

— The  Argentine  government  has  issued  a  decree 
forbidding  foreign  vessels  to  undergo  operations 
outside  the  |>ort  after  Ihe  1st  of  August.  All 
vessels,  no  matter  of  what  draught,  must  eillicr 
enter  the  Madero  or  La  Plata  port, 

— During  the  past  week  the  thcce  months 
inoralo>ium  to  the  jjrivate  banks  voted  by  Con- 
gress was  first  vetoed  by  President  Pellegrini,  and 
tlien  passeil  over  his  veto  by  both  chambers.  Re- 
pudiation is  clearly  popular  among  Ihe  Argentines, 

— From  the  report  o(  the  Argenline  Conversion 
Office  it  appears  that  the  Cordoba  Hank  put  in 
circulation  notes  lor  $33,553,796,  alihough  its 
legally  nuthorized  circulation  was  only  $8,000,000. 
Illegal  notes  lo  the  amount  of  $15,000,000  have 
been  deslroyed,  but  the  remainder  appear  lo  be 
still  in  circulation. 

—  The  ouenos  Aires  Herald  says  that  one  of  the 
members  of  Congress  who  supports  x\\ti  moratoria 
law  has  a  pagati'  for  $40,000  gold  due  at  ihe  end 
of  this  mouth.  It  also  understands  that  not  one  of 
the  employi^s  of  the  National  Bank  has  been  dis- 
missed; and  predicts,  therefore,  that,  by  hook  or 
by  crook,  funds  will  be  provided  lo  keep  the 
Nation.il  Bank  on  foot, 

— A  large  :i,.mber  of  the  leading  Buenos  Aires 
merchants  .assembled  at  M<jssrs.  Wedckind  Fehr 
&  Co.'s  on  Friday  and  resolved  lo  present  a  peti- 
tion to  the  Senate  asking  for  the  rejeclion,  on 
reconsideration,  of  the  bill  passed  by  that  chamlier 
for  the  general  suspension  of  payments  for  six 
months;  should  the  Senate  reject  the  petition,  a 
similar  one  will  be  presented  to  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies,  and  should  the  bill  pass  both  chambers 
the  President  of  the  republic  will  be  asked  to  veto 
the  bill,  and,  failing  this  supreme  recourse,  an 
undertaking  will  be  signed  by  the  merchants  not 
to  buy  from  or  sell  lo  any  person  on  credit  who 
does  not  agree  to  disregard  the  provisions  of  the 
law.  —  Montevideo  limes,  June  l6th. 

CONVERSION  IN  bRUGUA  Y. 

The  decree  providing  for  the  conversion  of  the 
snKill  notes  and  fractional  currency  of  the  National 
Dank  of  Uruguay,  reads  as  follows  : 

Ministry  of  Finance. 
Montevideo,   May  23,  189I.

June  15.— Congress  met  in  joint  session  and  the 
message  from  the  President  of  the  republic  was 
read.

ber in  this  respect.  There  being  no  quorum,  the 
opposition  deputies  accuse  the  supporters  of  the 
government  of  absenting  themselves  in  order  to 
prevent  the  chamber  from  electing  its  officers. 


— The  rules  were  iiassed  in 
2nd  discussion,  — C'Artw/v/-  of  Deputies. — There  was 
still  no  iiuiirum  in  this  chamber.
